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Goal Weekly’s Addy Wetzler recently took 
the opportunity to talk to former Socceroo 
Jack Reilly about the tough days of foot- 
ball behind us and the bright days ahead. 


Jack Reilly is a busy man. We meet and 
shake hands, but before | can squeeze out 
more than a handful of words, | hear a ring 
tone which must be getting annoying familiar 
for the former Socceroo. He'll be back in ten 
minutes — its a conference call. 

| catch up with Jack on a Wednes- 
day. He’d had a big week already — the previ- 
ous Saturday night we met he was in Sydney 
cheering on the Socceroos against the vis- 
iting Uruguayans, and Sunday he was ap- 
pointed to the FFA board. 

Jack Reilly is calm, polite and well- 
spoken, but quite clearly burns with ambition 
and craves success for the game he adores. 
At a quiet cafe off Collins St, we discuss his 
footballing past, present and future. We be- 
gin with the interview’s first of three parts, of 
which will be brought to you over the next 
couple of weeks. 


GW: When the Socceroos played Uruguay in 
Sydney recently did it bring back some memo- 
ries from that famous night eighteen months 
ago? 

JR: I’m nota person who really thinks about mem- 
ories too much, what I thought on Saturday night 
was that there we were with sixty-odd thousand 
people very happy to support a new Australia. 
This was a team of guys who were coming through 
the system now, and I thought they performed par- 
ticularly well. Ofcourse as an ex-goalkeeper I felt 
for Brad Jones, but he’ll get over that, he’s playing 
at the highest level in England, and he’ll recover. 
But I thought the new age of Australian football 
certainly is upon us from Saturday night. 


GW: You mentioned Brad Jones and his howl- 
er? What was your biggest blunder in goals? 
JR: I can recall an incident at Sutherland in Syd- 
ney, when I was just coming back into the Aus- 
tralian team, after having put my business before 
playing for Australia. It was my first game back 
and against Sutherland, with one hundred candle 
lights as the floodlights. I was sitting on the bench 
in the first half, and fifteen minutes into the second 
half I was asked to take the field, and of course 
you can imagine the spectators, they gave me 
a little bit of curry, and I thought ‘ah well, I’ve 
got to do well here’. I wasn’t particularly well 
warmed up, and the very first ball was just bounc- 
ing towards me, so easily. I thought ‘I’ll just grab 
it’, next thing I knew it was through between my 
legs and in the back of the net. And I have never 
had a more embarrassing period in all my life, but 
you recover from it, you go on and thats it.

ONCE WAS A WARRIOR 
Insights of a World Cup ‘74 Socceroo Hero 


GW: Tell me a little bit about your childhood. 
JR: Born in Stonehaven, Scotland. My father 
died as a result of the Second World War, so I was 
brought up by my mother and my grandfather. 
My grandfather was the most heartless man I’ve 
ever met and my mother had to work particularly 
hard to send me through school. It was a hard 
life for me. 


GW: Why football? 

JR: It was the way out. Football was the manner 
in which you could earn some money to be able to 
educate yourself and move on. 


GW: And how far did you manage to go with 
your education? 

JR: I went right through school and studied law 
for three years at Edinburgh University. 


GW: When was it that you came out to Aus- 
tralia? 

JR: 1969 I came to Australia after having played 
for three years in Washington, at the first attempt of 
a North American soccer league. That was when 
Beckenbauer and Pele and a whole host of top 
quality players went to North America, but it was 
not a success, it wasn’t a good launch of football 
in the States because they spent too much money 
and didn’t get any result for it. There were a lot of 
players flying around all over North America, first 
class, living in first class hotels, not particularly 
caring about what was happening for the game. 
The Americans said no, no more, we’ll go right 
back through schools and colleges, and build the 
game that way, and we can see the result they’ve 
had, they’ve got a very, very good system now 
and they come up through the ranks very well. 


GW: What was your initial involvement with 
club football in Australia? 

JR: I arrived in Melbourne, went to a training ses- 
sion with Juventus, and thats what started it all. 


GW: And from there? 

JR: Prior to the World Cup I moved to St George 
in Sydney, because [then Socceroos coach Rale] 
Rasic wanted to get as much of the World Cup 
team playing together as possible each week, and 
that was a great year as well, but I still lived in 
Melbourne and travelled to Sydney each week- 
end. 


GW: You mentioned Rale Rasic, to this day he’s 
held in such high esteem in footballing circles, 
was he that big an influence on the team and 
football in the 1970s? 

JR: I think you’ve got to put it in perspective. 
This was a team of part time players, they all had 
jobs, some of them didn’t have jobs, many of them 
were unemployed. And football was their exis- 
tence. Rasic had the ability to get the utmost out 
of every player, no matter what the character of 
the player was, Rasic had the psycologist in him 
that managed to get the utmost out of each player.

FFA Board Member and former ‘74 World Cup Socceroo 
Jack Reilly in Collins Street. 


He was a fantastic motivator of people, and he 
also told you right upfront what he expected of 
you, not a week before a game, but six months 
before a game. Everybody knew that provided 
their form stayed they would be playing, and thats 
what he had going for him.. He was just a player’s 
manager. 


GW: And you had a good relationship with 
him while you were involved with the national 
team? 

JR: Great relationship. I have to this day, ’m 
very good friends with him and on occasions he’s 
still living in 1974 and annoying everybody with 
that, but he is a good man, a very good man. 


GW: How does he rate when compared with 
our past three managers, Farina, Hiddink, and 
now obviously Graeme Arnold? 

JR: All different personalities, all with their 
strengths and I think we’ve been very fortunate 
with the people we’ve had coaching the national 
team. I think Frank Farina did a good job con- 
sidering the problems we had in getting teams 
together over a period of time, unfortunately it 
wasn’t so good towards the end, but that was be- 
cause everybody was looking for results as far as 
the World Cup was concerned. And if we look at 
Hiddink, who has got a world class reputation, he 
came with a world class pricetag, and got world 
class results. But don’t forget he only coached the 
team for something like 36 full time days, and that 
says a lot. Don’t forget we have now got full-time 
professional players, these guys are all earning 
their living at the highest level throughout Europe 
and various other areas. Its a very, very different 
scenario to 1974, and I think that any coach who 
gets Australia now has got a headstart, because 
he’s dealing with highly professional players. 


GW: And you’re comfortable that Graham Ar- 
nold is the man to do that job? 

JR: He’s the man in the job at the moment and its 
up to him to keep it. 


GW: Tell me a little bit about the ’74 squad, we 
all know the names such as Manfred Schaefer, 
Adrian Alston, of course Johnny Warren, was 
it a close knit bunch? 

JR: It was the closest knit bunch of players you 
could ever get, that was their strength, they all had 
a belief in each other, they all worked for each 
other. There were more jokers in that team than 
you could find in any half dozen circuses, and to 
this day they’re close. That says everything about 
them. At John Warren’s funeral, I think everybody 
was there. Any function these days, everybody is 
there. It says a lot about them, very very close 
knit bunch of players. 


GW: The experience of the World Cup in ‘74, 
what was it like to be there? What reception 
did you get from the Germans? 

JR: Fantastic. The greatest moment in my life 
was when the West German crowd, late in the 


game against West Germany, started cheering on 
Australia. That sort of thing just does not happen, 
and I thought that was fantastic, until I went to 
the World Cup in Germany last year and I believe 
the unsung heroes of the World Cup campaign last 
year were the fans. The fans were unbelievable. 
We were not playing particularly well against Ja- 
pan, the fans demanded that we start playing well. 
They lifted and lifted and lifted and cheered as if 
there were no tomorrow, and the team responded. 
When we went 2-1 down against Croatia, the fans 
responded again, they lifted the team, they insist- 
ed the team go out and play well, they demanded 
the team come to see them after the game, they 
wouldn’t leave the stadium for half an hour after 
the game demanding to see the players. We un- 
derestimate just how the game is now being ac- 
cepted by the fans, and its a whole new group of 
fans, young fans who are totally dedicated to the 
game, and create a whole new experience within 
the game. 


GW: Leaving sport alone for a moment, you’ve 
played a variety of different roles since your 
retirement from football, as a businessman, in 
politics. The People Power Party is something 
that seems to come up with your name attached 
to it quite frequently, how did you become in- 
volved in that world? 

JR: Well I’ve been involved in politics for most 
probably twenty or twenty five years, on both 
sides of the coin, I’ve advised governments of 
all persuasions. Against the common belief, I 
was never a member of the People Power Party, I 
wrote some policies and gave them some advice, 
because I believe that what they were trying to 
get out into the marketplace was very, very good. 
They were closely associated with the disability 
and mental health arena, and I think thats a grossly 
disadvantaged area in society, so I said I would 
write some policies. There was all sorts of talk 
about the possibility of becoming a member of the 
party and becoming a nominated candidate, that 
never came about, I didn’t go that far. 


GW: Is that something that could be in the 
pipeline for the future? 

JR: Well I think that both mainstream parties have 
really got to look long and hard at how they’re 
dealing with the average man in the street at this 
point in time. 


GW: So until politics is able to relate to more 
people, its not something you’re keen to be in- 
volved in? 

JR: P’'m in the most political area you can get into: 
football.

New board to be elected this week 


n August 2nd a new board will 
(:: elected to combine with chief 

executive officer Mark Rendell 
and two independently appointed directors 
to mark a new era in the administration of 
Victorian football. 
The voting process is somewhat complicated 
but after just enough time to adjust to the 
constitutional reform a structure is in place 
and ready to go. 
In layman’s terms, the election will 
appoint six board members, one of whom 
is president. The votes will come from six 
standing committee chairpersons and 24 
zone representatives to make a total of 30. 
Each voting slip is numbered one to six in 
preferential order. 
The zone representatives are drawn-from 
across Victoria, both metropolitan and 
country. It was the responsibility of the clubs 
within each zone to nominate who their zone 
representative would be; one club, one vote. 
Four men have put their names. forward in 
the presidential race, two as part of a ticket 
and two as independents. 


The Presidential Candidates 


Vasko Stojcevski 
Stojcevski is the 
existing president 
of the FFV and 
is running as an 
independent. He 
has made it clear 
that the days of 
the FFV serving 
primarily as an 
administrator of 
the men’s senior 
competition are 
over and _ that 
all areas of the game will receive equal 
attention. 

Stojcevski will see through a feasibility study 
into the possibility of installing artificial 
surfaces in country regions to combat 
drought. 

In accordance with FFA guidelines Stojcevski 
will implementa national youth development 
pathway system. 

“T hate the idea that winning is everything,” 
he said. 

“We have to teach kids to play and enjoy the 
game, having the right coaching systems is 
what we’re after. 

“Once we have done that we can get all the 
zones together and address specific issues.” 

Stojcevski has said that the FFV will not be 
bullied by men’s premier league clubs who 
are not in favour of the equality to women’s, 
youth and country football provided by the 
constitutional reform. 

“It’s going to take some time to make open 
and transparent documents that set out the 
criteria of a reformed premier league,” he 
said. 


Tony Dunkerley 
Tony Dunkerley 
is a decorated 
youth coach with 
a clear focus on 
the development 
pathways of 
young Victorian 
players. He is 
committed to 
advancing the 
case of Futsal in 
order to develop 
better-skilled 
players to.combine with the existing high 
levels of athleticism. 

Dunkerley has said that with Mark Rendell 
as CEO the FFV will have the ability to 
negotiate with all levels of government to 
provide better football facilities statewide, 
particularly in non-metropolitan areas. Futsal 
centres will be canvassed as an idea, as will 
artificial fields to combat the worst-affected 
areas by drought. 


Dunkerley has indicated» that an. overhaul 
of the top men’s league in the state)would 
allow the possibility of participation by non- 
metropolitan teams. Every side would have 
to commit to a clear youth development 
itinerary and adhere to it in order to 
participate. 

“If we agree on criteria for teams in the top 
league it must have a junior policy,” he said. 
“The aim of the Victorian league for teams 
in metropolitan and country areas should be 
one of development, to have players ready 
for the next level be it A-League or higher.”

The Preston Lions rebounded from last 
fortnight’s shock loss to the Australian 
Institute of Sport, with second half goals 
to Blaze Georgioski and Jonathon Munoz 
enough to defeat a gallant Springvale 
White Eagles by 2-0, in front of 1,500 
spectators at B.T Connor Reserve.

THREE POINTS CLEAR 


In the fifth minute, Blaze Georgioski found 
Pece Siveski 15 yards from goal on the right 
hand side, but the Lions captain sent his strike 
wide across the back post. Minutes later, 
Johnny Sapazovski won a free kick inches 
outside Springvale’s box and the resulting 
set piece was taken by set-piece specialist, 
Tony Sterjovski. Although Sterjovski’s shot 
found an avenue through the Springvale 
wall, the ball fortunately sailed millimetres 
above the bar for the White Eagles. 

Caught on the back foot early on, 
Springvale surprised Preston and should 
have snatched the lead with their first chance 
twenty five minutes in. White Eagles 
leading goal scorer Goran Zoric broke free 
along the right hand side, squaring a ball 
to White Eagles striker Ljubisa Nikolic six 
yards from goal, only for Preston centre 
back Stephen Masalkovski to desperately

intercept the play and clear the ball for a 
corner. 

Lions keeper Savas Ozdemir 
pulled out a top shelf to ensure a clean 
sheet minutes before the half time break. 
Lunging at full stretch on his left, Ozdemir 
tipped out a Ljubisa Nikolic header which 
seemed destined to be sailing into the 
top hand corner of the net for the White 
Eagles. 

Preston should have immediately 
hit the lead after the restart. Tony Sterjovski 
whipped in a left foot cross which was spilt 
by White Eagles keeper Nikola Roganovic. 
Blaze Georgioski swooped on the unmark 
ball metres off the goal line, only to strike 
the ball over the bar. As per the first half, 
Springvale caught Preston on the counter 
and blew a perfect chance to snatch the 
lead. White Eagle’s pair Nikolic and 
Zoric found their way around last defender 
Masalkovski and only had Ozdemir to 
beat. Nikolic should have finished the 
play himself, but opted to square the ball 
to Zoric on the inside. Nikolic’s resulting 
pass was both wide and deep for Zoric as 
a grateful Ozdemir watched the ball drift 
over the goaline. 

Preston seized on Springvale’s 
mistake and scored minutes after. Tony 
Sterjovski crossed a low ball into the box 
which was headed home on the near post 
by Blaze Georgioski. Georgioski had 
his first for the afternoon and his tenth 
for the season, sending the B.T Conner 
crowd into raptures in the sixtieth minute. 
Georgioski should have added another 
immediately after play restarted. In similar 
circumstances to how the second half 
began, Springvale keeper Roganovic spilt a 
ball which fell to Georgioski only yards off 
the goal line, only to strike the ball over the 
bar for a second time! 

Preston coach Goran Lozanovski 
made two substitutions in the space of ten 
minutes, replacing Johnny Sapazovski and 
Marinos Gasparis for Nick Lazarevski and 
Jonathon Munoz and this move ultimately 
sealed Springvale’s fate. Approaching extra 
time, Springvale failed to clear Stephen 


Masalkovski’s cross which was swooped 
on by the new substitute Munoz. Munoz 


charged in to fire a shot, eluding a crowded 
Springvale box to score. Munoz’s strike in the 
final stages of the game delivered Preston’s 
first sense of relief for the afternoon, finally 
shrugging off a persistent Springvale outfit. 

Springvale’s persistence all 
afternoon against an experienced Lions’s 
squad was praised by White Eagle’s coach 
Zlatko Mihalovic. “Bar three or four 
players, all of our squad are under twenty 
years of age and we matched them man- 
on-man all afternoon. The reality was we 
didn’t take our chances, particularly the 
gifts we were presented in the second half. 
Although we are going down this season, 
I’ve harped onto the players to play for 
pride and learn from this experience and we 
definitely did that today.” To the contrary, 
Mihalovic’s counterpart, Goran Lozanovski 
was a relieved Preston coach, mentioning 
“Tt was a scrappy game and I’m just grateful 
we collected the points.” 

Preston face a resurgent Whittlesea 
away next week, whilst Springvale host 
Kingston in a good ol’ fashioned ‘six 
pointer’, where Kingston will be avoiding 
to accompany Springvale playing Division 
One football next season.

HARRY BACK WITH THE BOYS 
While Vlado left green with envy 


Harry Chalkitis has made a sensational 
comeback to the men’s game by replacing 
Vlado Vanis as senior coach of Bentleigh 
Greens. 

But it took a special dispensation from 
Football Federation Victoria CEO Mark 
Rendell to allow Chalkitis to accept the 
position at a club he led to prominence 
throughout the 1990s. 

Chalkitis was offered the position after the 
Greens sacked Vanis following their recent 
5-1 loss at home to Langwarrin. 

“To be honest I wasn’t even in the market 
for a coaching position and wasn’t even 
considering a return to the men’s game,” 
said Chalkitis. 

“T had to get permission from Mark Rendell 
to even consider the offer and when he gave 
me his blessing I decided to accept.” 

For the past few years Chalkitis has been 
head coach of FFV’s National Training 
Centre program for girls. We understand he 
will combine both roles. 

Vanis, a championship winning player and 
coach and Melbourne Knights legend, had 
been at the helm of the Greens since midway 
through the previous season. The club 
finished third last in 2006, lost a play-off to 
Southern Stars, but won back its Division 
One status after a controversial Premier 
League reshuffle at season’s end. 

The first inkling that Vanis had that trouble 
was afoot was when he was approached by 
his team manager a few weeks before his 
dismissal and asked to sack reserves coach 
Joe Spoljar. 

“Joe’s job was to develop young talent and 
as far as I am concerned he was doing a 
fantastic job,” said Vanis. 

“T had already used six of his players (in the 
first team) this season and remember that 
most of his boys are 16 and 17 (years old). 
“T knew that Joe was very, very good at 
developing young players and that is why I 
wanted him to do that job. I believed in him 
and I still believe in him.” 

Chalkitis shares Vanis’s sentiments about 
Spoljar’s capabilities. 
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“T’ve know Joe for years and I would have 
been perfectly happy for him to continue 
in that role, but he decided to walk with 
Vlado.” 

For Chalkitis, this is akin to a second 
coming. His first spell with the Greens in the 
1990s saw him lead the club into the Premier 
League finals five seasons in a row. 

In 2001 he guided Port Melbourne to the 
minor premiership only to lose the grand 
final to Heidelberg on penalties. That season 
he won his second Coach of the Year award. 
Chalkitis is the only coach to have taken 
both the Victorian state men’s team and a 
women’s team to China. 


Vanis was still smarting when we contacted 
him late last week and remained puzzled as 
to the reasons for his sacking. 

“My aim was to avoid relegation this year. 
Instead we found ourselves challenging for 
promotion which is much more than the club 
wanted at the start of the season. 

“I feel like I haven’t had enough time to 
finish the job. My team’s average age is 
between 20 and 21 years and I believe I have 
left Bentleigh Greens with a great foundation 
for future success. 

“T am a players’ coach, not a committee’s 
coach and maybe some parents weren’t 
happy but I know that we were building 
something really good. 

“T did not get the chance to talk to the players 
properly after the club sacked me but I want 
to tell them to support Harry and I want them 
to know that I still believe in them.”
